much of Europe and the sterling 
area. In London, harried brokers 
traded stocks and bonds on the 
sidewalk.

Eleven nations of Europe and 
Asia quicklv cheapened their mon- 
ey to match the British move.

The known dead pulled from

at 121 today as divers groped below 
the sunken decks of the 
charred 
cruise ship In search of 84 passen- 
gers still reported missing. 


Red Cross officials expressed the 


belief that many of those 
unac- 


counted for after the panic-spread- 
ing 
blaze Saturday had cone to 
their homes without reporting their 
hurvival. Canadian authorities had 
feared the death toll might reach 
205. 


Hope that first death estimates 


might have been too

when divers reported 
yesterday 
they had not found the "50 or 60" 
bodies firemen said they believed 
were trapped in 
the 
burned-out 
cabins. The ship settled to the bot- 
tom of her dock slip after the ear- 
ly morning blaze. 


Three charred forms were taken 
out of the submerged cabins last 
nteht. bringing the known dead in 
an emergency morgue to 121. 


'Dr. W. S. Stanbury, National 


Commissioner of the Canadian Red 
Cross, expressed his personal be- 
lief that 90 per cent of the 84 pas- 
sengers still unaccounted for would 
be found "safe at home in the Uni- 
ted States" Most of the ship's 511 
passengers were Americans. 


Long lines of grief-stricken rela-

adjusted in far-flung corners of the 
earth. 
The world's economy was getting 


a thorough shake-up. 
These were major doveoplments: 
Stocks—London's brokers, their 
exchange cosed, bid shares up wild- 
ly in open-air trading. 
Exchanges 


shut down In France and some 
other nations. Prices at New York 
where trading 
opened 
as usual 


dropped a few cents to around $1 
a share, then levelled off. But 
gold shares were higher every- 
where. 
Commodities—Active selling of 


contracts calling for future deliv- 
ery swept United States markets. 
Wool and wool tops fell the dally 
limit allowed by trading rules; 
cotton, cottonseed oil, hides, cocoa 
and rubber also were affected.

ton picker in that they act more 
as a "puller" by stripping

gaged in the financial talks 
of Great Britain, the United 
States and Canada have to 
be discounted on the likeli- 
hood that they were intend- 
ed to affect the course of the 
negotiations. But the dark 
hints of a lowering of the 
British standard 
of living, 


given out by Sir Stafford 
Cripps, British chancellor of 
the excequer, follow a line of 
thought which had been run- 
ning through much Ameri- 
can comment. Many caustic 
remarks have 
been 
heard 


about British desire to live 
beyond income, and 
on a 


"standard to which 
they 


would like to become accus- 
tomed." 


Yet the British 
standard 


of living, by comparison with 
the American standard, al- 
ready is low, and was so be- 
fore the war. Few are the 
American tourists who re- 
turn from England without 
unhappy 
comments 
about 


the rigors of the British diet, 
or the heating systems, the 
plumbing, the lack of house- 
hold convenience gadgets, 
the small number and limit- 
ed use of automobiles, and so 
' on. 


The living standards of the 


rest of the world ought to 
be made higher—most Am- 
ericans have said that at one 
time or another when the 
topic was discussed. 
Many 


economists doubt that the 
living standard of any im- 
portant customer nation, and 
Great Britain is one, could 
be lowered without an un- 
favorable effect on Ameri- 
can life, since our material 
well-being depends in part 
on 
a flourishing business 


with the customer nations in 
the rest of the world. In this, 
national economy is like a 
single little store: it can't be 
prosperous without custom- 
ers. It is both altruistic and 
selfishly practical 
to hope 


for higher, not lower, Brit- 
ish living standards. 


UNITED EUROPE 


Adding to many which 


have been raised in recent 
years, a new voice has taken 
up the cry for real political 
union of the free nations of 
Europe. It is that of the con- 
sultative • assembly 
of 
the 


Council of Europe, which 
presumably might be the ba- 
sis of union if it could be ef- 
fected in the near 
future. 


The Council is only a debat- 
ing body; it can adopt reso- 
lutions and make recommen- 
dations to its twelve mem- 
ber nations, but has no pow-

both the teaching and the 
Supreme Court work of the 
late Justice Rutledge wa. 
that he was interested firs 
in the usefulness of law to 
humanity,

ondarily in the law as an in 
stitutipn. Lewis had 
the 


same idea, which he advanc 
ed in a different way. Both 
helped to bring the quality 
of humanness into the court 
room. 


SOIL BUILDER 


The recent death of Ed 


mund Ruffin, a Norfolk, Va. 
attorney, recalls his grand 
father of the same name, one 
of Virginia's most useful ant 
most disillusioned citizens 
This Edmund Ruffin the eld- 
er was an expert on soils 
Observing that Virginia s.uf 
Fered from 
depleted 
soils 


and bad cultivation, he dis- 
covered the cause to be lack 
of calcium, and the appli 
:ation of lime the remedy 
He thus contributed greatly 
to the state's prosperity. 


Ruffin had another inter- 


est for which he is more oft 
sn recalled. He was a de 
'ender of slavery and an ex- 
treme states'-righter and se- 
cessionist of the school ol 
Tohn C. Calhoun. He worked 
constantly for the division 
of the Union. When Fort 
Sumpter was attacked, he 
secured the special privilege 
of pulling the lanyard that 
fired the first gun of the 
war. 


Ruffin lived long enough 


o see his cause overthrown, 
ind Virginia and the rest of 
he South brought to ruin, 
larely has the advocate of 
a cause been so clearly prov- 
ed, in his own lifetime a com- 
plete miscalculator of men 
md events. Contemplating 
he resulting destruction, he 
ook his own life only a lit- 
le more than two months 
after Appomattox. Yet in its 
now richer soil Virginia has 
a lasting monument tao him.

Locomotive engineers for a second 
engineer on diesels. 


The Firemen's union had con- 
tended an extra fireman on diesels 
was need from a safety standpoint 
and also because the more efflci'. 
ent dlesel engines were eliminat- 
ing Jobs of firemen. 


Under railway labor law, th* 


firemen a brotherhood must con- 
sider the report for 30 days be- 
fore taking any strike atclon. How- 
ever the engineers, when denied an 
extra engineer for diesels, failed 
to take strike action although dis- 
satisfied with the board action.

come acquainted with the facts and figures relative to the College Bond 
issue to be voted upon.

Q. Why have a Junior College in Navarro County? 
A. Our seventeen-year-old boys and girls profit greatly by the two 


additional years of home and church influence. Small classes with individ- 
ual attention give the student a better opportunity in his higher educational 
pursuits.

A. A two-year course in all fields of academic preparation. Complete 


business training of one and two years.

A. Yes. All Texas universities and colleges accept all credits received 


in Navarro Junior College.

"off the record" dismission that 
he had interviewed several of the 
Communist-persecuted people. 


A first lieutenant In the U. B. 
air force, Mason flew from his 
post recently to visit with his 
wife, the former Cora Frances 
Blandlng, who returned from An- 
kara last May. 
Interviewed at the 
Blandlng 


nomo on West Second avenue, the 
2fi-ycn,r-old West Point graduate 
spoke mostly of Turkey and Its 
people. 
"Because of Turkey's strategic 


position In the Middle East," he 
Pxplaluud, "the American 
em- 
n»n«y has more representatives 
there than In other nations of 
rompnruble size. We keep our 
feet on the ground and know 
what'g going on." 
The flier, who formerly partici- 


pated In the Berlin Air Lift, said 
Russian guards on the northeast- 
ern border of Turkey prevented 
Soviets from leaving the USSR, 
nnd also kept out foreigners. 
He admitted he hadn't seen this. 


"It's 
J»»t hearsay." 
Emphasizing that the Turkish 


government did not aid the em- 
bassy In Its contacts with Soviet 
escapees, Lt. Mason Indicated that 
refugees fled their native lands 
to escape persecution.
